An informal scrvey, conducted by the Colorado State Library, 
revealed few real efforts to serve the Spanish-surnased beyond the 
niniaal provision of Spanish lancuaoe vaterials. To inprove this 
situation, Colorado State Colleoe held a federally supported institute 
in June, 196^. Fight teass of participants were selected for the 
prooraB, a teas consisting of five nesbers of one conaunity: a trained 
professional librarian, a Spanish-sumaaed library aide, a Spanish 
coBBunlty leader, and two others of their choice. The ooals of the 
institute were to increase librarians* understanding of the culture 
and needs of the spanish-surnaaed, through lectures and discussion 
wirh the part ici pat ino coanunity leaders, and to translate these needs 
into effective use of library laterials. Each tea» developed sucrh a 
plan for the library ol th^ir own coaaunity. Ffa-for efforts at 
evalnatino the institute were concerned with the anonyaous reports 
subaitted on the last day by the participants. Host felt that the 
Institutf^ was succfssful in oroaotina understanding of cultural 
probleas and differences. Verba turn copies of these reports are 
presented, as are thr eight teaa plans for iaproved library service to 
the Spanish-sumaned .

The docuaent also 
presented the aigrants* perspective of existing libraries and their 
nt;?d for usually unavailable iaaediate and frequently bilingual 
intoraation. An investiaation of libraries* perspectives of services 
they offer revealed that services directed specifically toward 
aiarants is alaost nonexistent. Generally, inforaation needs are 
filled by the crew boss, work contractor, or union. General library 
priorities for establishing siCs are oiven, along with a aodel.
